those quoted,and His Lordship was asked to secure 
the services of a competent and energetic teacher to 
take charge of this school after the summer holidays 
of this year. His Lordship promised to attend to this 
matter and he wrote to the resident missionary,Rew 
Mr Frost:,who is the teacher’s father,and that 


gentlemen wrote the Department, taking exception te 
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the Inspector*’s remarks. 

The Indians have contributted $1300.00 af 
their own funds for the erection of a modern school - 
house with comfortable aceommodation for a teacher. 
This building is now completed and occupied for schoal 
purposes onily,as the teacher lives at home with her 
father. I think that with the salary of $300.00 paid 
by the Department and the comfortable quarters pro- 
vided,the Bishop should have no difficulty in se 
curing the ser#iices of a properly qualified teacher ’ 
wihthout whom no:good results can be obtained. When 
a good teacher is obtained, the Department can enforce 
the Regulations and compel a good attendance, The 

Roman Catholics have a school on this reserve ,whidh 
is doing good work,and there is no reason why the 
Protestant school should not be equally successful. 

I may add that the Department concedes 
the privilege of nominating teachers to the differ= 
ent religious denominations carrying on miss ionary 
work among the Indians in this district. If, however 
the Bishop is unsuccessful in obtaining a good teach= 
er,I think that the Department could,by adwertising 
obtain one.

(6) The parents refuse to send their children to hime 


I believe a suitable boarding place could be found 
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for a lady teacher at Mr. Hddy's, the store keeper. 

I interviewed Inspector Green regarding Mr. sardyman's 
work in the school. He admitted that he i8 not a competent 
teacher, but said thet he had no other school where he could 
place such a poor teacher. He said that he didn't think 
the Indian Dept. required a very high 6 tandard- 

I would recommend that the truant officer be instructed 
to prosecute parents who refuse to send their children to 


school. The attendance i@ very poor, a8 you will See.

Dear Sir;- 
I beg to draw your attention to the fact that no teacher 


has yet been engaged for the Garden River Anglican Indian School. 

The difficulty seems to be that the salary offered is not suffi- 
cient to induce teachers to apply. 

4 few days ago we advertised for teachere for the school in the 
Children's Shelter near this city and stated the salary at $1200. 
The result was that we received 30 applications all from experienced 
well qualified te achers. 

The remedy therefore in all cases where teachers cannot be secured 
seems to lie in the salary offered. My suggestion would be there- 
fore that eventually the Department should take over the matter of 
the engagement of teachere for all such schools; meantime that the 
churches having missions among the Indians should be induces by an 
offer of higher salaries to place teachers with regular qualifica- 
tions in them and that they should advertise the remuneration as 
equivalent to $1000 to $1200 according to the conditioné. 

4f this was done I do not fear that any school would be closed 
for any length of time. 

I have a number of applications in my possession now fron the 
Children's Shelter that I would be glad to communicate with were it 
possible for me to do so, but I cannot because of the chureh and 
the Department lying between.me and the solution of the problem. 

I am writing you on the suggestion of “r. A.D.McNabb and trust 
that this may be of some assistance in solving the diffioulty.

He states 
that she hae a fine character, but hae no academic qualifications 
which would fit her to teach nie school. 


If the services of a qualified teacher oan be obtaine 
ed, the Department would be prepared to provide a salary at 
the rate of $600 per annum, together with bonus during the 
present fiscal year at the rate of $150, making a combined 
@alary ani bonus of $950, which is equal to that allowed to 
teachers in the surrounding rural white schools, Mr. Inepector 
Green stated that he would be pleased to use his best endeavours 
to aesist in seouring the best possible teacher, and if Your 
Lordship would consult him it may be that he would be able 
to aezist you in seouring a qualified teacher.

Mr, Hardyman 
taught for fifteen years and Mre. Stephenson has been 
there a yeor, and the last is worse than the first. The 
Ghiidren are smart and willing, and anxious to leara, but 
they never had the chance, only the short time that Mrs.

Regarding work of an extra-curricular nature conducted 
at this school. 


Last winter we,the boys and myself, built the brooder 
house. We raised 303 of the 312 chicks. Gave 25 to each of ten 
families and kept 39 ourselves for the work. I bought lumber and 
have built a laying pen to be a double decker. I want te preve to 
the peeple here that there is money in hens if they are housed 
and fed properly. We have hai the next batch of cijicks for a week 
now and have lost six of the 311 we received. I may say that we 
got New Hampshire Reds in pullets because they are meant,I thought, 
to supply eggs for the diet of the indians. 


We have kept two cows all winter. We have raised a 
bull which is now ready for service. He is running in the common 
pasture with six cows. People are taking more of an interest in 
cows I believe. 


I wintered a sow and had her bred last winter. She 
will farrow on June 11. My indian neighbours have spoken for all 
she will have and more. 


I have a couple of small patches of ground offered 
me by interested indians. On one of them I am having a larger 
vegetable garden than last year. On the other I am trying an expt. 
te rid a patch of scutch grass from it. I am cutting the scutch 
grass the last of june, then plwing and sowing to millet which is 
a fast growing crop in hopes that after a year or two the millet 
will smother the ecutch grass. The people here are hampered by this 
weed. On another small piece I am sowing a mixture of oats,wheat 
and barley and will feed it in the straw as we have no way of getting 
it thresked. It will be for hen feed. Then I am sowing some alfalfa 
as it is excellent for green feed for hens in winter. 


Next year we are going to have a hot bed andwill grow 
cabbage and tomato plants for the indians.I can build it fairly 
cheaply and feel that it would be a gre& help. 

Of course we have the garden at the school afd with 
it we are planting hedges this year as well as the usual cleaning 
up which we didn't get done last year. In a few years time we hope 
to have it looking civilized.

Deer Sir, 


Sincecoming to this school four years ago I have been 
trying to persuade the Indian Agent, who is also Health Officer for 
the Indians, to have the children immunized by vaccination sgeinst 
Smell pox, Diphtheria and Whooping cough. Nothing hes been done. 
This spring I received # supplement to the Cuide for Dispensers 
which steted that teachers should not allow caiildren to enter school 
unless they had been vaccinated. On Sept.6 I wrote to the Indian 
Agent sayine that I could not allow the children to attend school 
unless they were vaccinated. I set Sept.16 as a deadline and sent 
a carbon copy of the letter to the Depertment at Ottawe, The Doctor 
made one excuse afther the other and the lest one was thet he had 
no vaccine. Then the Agent ordered it from Ottawa and stillthere is 
no sign of vaccination. 


After November lst. I shall not allow eny child to attend 
school unless he is vaccinated. None of them lave so there will be 
no classes held until this has been done. 


This Fall all the Indians were rounded up and X-Rayed in 
the Soo. A few were found to be infected. I believe #11 but two are 
willing to go to the San for treatment. One of the two has skipped 


out to the U.S.A, the other one is the mother of three children and 
she will not stay et home but persistently visits a home where there 
are eight children. I asked the Agent if they could not be forced 

to go. He said no not until they beoame e menace. If tuberculosis is 
active are they not © menace? Or has Medicine advanced beyond that 


theory since 1929. 


Little need to wonder that T.B. is so prevalent smong the 
Indians. A boy of seven years old was forced to walk three miles to 
school with tuberouler abcesses on his neck, I had to dress them three 
different times and when they did not clear up I defied the Agent end 
@ruant Officer and sent him home. A person dies in the Sanatorium 
and the body is sent home. The coffin is opened «nd a three night weke 
is enjoyed by all. Then the corpse is dutifully kissed end buried. 
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This spring I ordered medicine in March end got it 
une. This Fall in September I ordered Medicine including 
A Liver 011 which we need badly and so fer hve not received 
it yet. Why should there be such a delay now when the service 
was so good in former Years? 


The children in this school are vile with head lice. 
I have kept sending them home for e clean up. This lowers the 
attendance. This spring s dmuggist friend of mine put méowise 
to D,D.T. That is the only way that I can keep them under contol 
at -1l. I get tired of watching my wife comb them out of our 
little girl's hair and also got tired of combing them out of 
my own. The Indian Agent did not want to try to clean up the 
condition because as he said it would be too much trouble. The 
lice breeders are still at large. This condftion need not be as 
they have been cleaned up on the Oka Reserve where I taught for 
nine years 4nd never saw @ head louse, thanks to a wide awake 
doctor. 


In the four years thrt I have been here we have 
never had an examination of the children's teeth, eyes or tonsils. 
This will soon have to be done asthere are some of them who need 
attention. 


We are paid $5.00 a month for dispensing end have 
to pay $1.75 © month for the telephone which is necessary so that 
we cén get the doctor's advice. I may say that we cannot get the 
doctor unless we call the R.C.M.P. and have them stir him up. 

But you will see that for $3.25 a month we are on call 24 hours 
of the dey. Never have so few done so much for so little. 


It is to be hoped that you will be able to waken 
some people out of their lethargy and get them to do some work.

I wish to acknowledge your letter of October 26th, 
eddressed to Dr. Moore and complaining of conditions at the 
Gerden River Sehool. I am making arrangements to have the 
children tnoeulseted and vaccine ted, however, it is not 
necessary to exclude them from school until this is done, 


Concerning the tuberculous patients, every effort 
is made to heve the patients thet are a menace, in other words, 
that have a positive sputum, admitted to sanetorium, I would 
point out that the preventive lews definitely state that 
patients with positive sputum can be forced to go to sanatorium. 
There are many ceases of active tuberculosis thet neve not 
positive sputum and we cannot force them to take treatment. 


The drug list includes "larkspur" for the treatment 
of head lice end this seems quite efficacious. I do not think 
it adviseble to use D.D.T. for this purpose. 


It has not been our custom to heve dental and eye 
clinics for day schools and it is felt thet if there is local 
work to be done the patient should be taken to the locel doctor 
and he will do the work there, and if it is dentistry, send 
him to the local dentist. We do hold clinics for residential 
schools when there is a lerge group of children. \W 


We cannot accept any responsibility for payment 
of the telephone in your house. The $5.00 & month you receive 
is for dispensing medicines and we do not see any connection 
between this dispensing and telephone charges.

The 
previous teachers at this school have been single persons 
and, therefore, did not require as much water as Mr. Smith 
will need, as he is married and has a family. It was not 
such an inconvenience for them to get water from a distance, 
For this reason, nothing has been done about the well in the 
past but an effort should now be made to get more suitable 
water. 


I am of the opinion that the well should be driven 
deeper in an attempt to get bettwr water.

During the two vacation months July and August 
it would be necessary that I obtain work in the Sault. 
Before seeking employment elsewhere I should like to 
know if your Department would consider retaining me here 
for July and August for the following reasons¥- 


First. The fence enclosing the school grounds here is 

in very bad shape. The wires are sagging and 
the posts need straightening. Some posts will have to be 
replaced. I could do this by getting my own cedar posts 
in the bush and borrowing a stretcher for the wire. 


Second. The $30. which the Dept, allowed towards cleaning 
the grounds was well spent but the task was such 
a big one that there is still a great deal to be done yet, 
such as trimming of trees and small underbrushing. ihen 
I want to prepare the ground all along the fence so as to 
be in a position to set out a hedge of cedar next spring. 
ahat is cedar along the back and two sides but Locust 
across the front. 
the front porch on the residence needs jacking 
Third. up and the foundation replaced. The porch has 
sprung away from the house owing to the fact that 
in former years ice was allowed to gather on its roof. 


Fourth. There are tlree woodsheds which ail need repairs 

before winter sets ine ihe stable roof also needs 
some patching. Of course it has to be jacked up at one 
corner and plastered. I would like to whitewash the interior 
of the toilets and put a better urinal in the boys? toilet 
than the makeshift one I put in last fall.

Fifth. 

I had hopes of having the school building painted 
this summer. The walls are in a very poor condition. If that 
is to be done I should like to be here to see that it is well 
done. Before any painting could be done the whole surface 
would have to be gone over and loose boards nailed in place 
and then brushed with a stiff steel brush. I know what needs 
to be done and I can do it or see that it is done right. 

I want to take out the windows and fill in around them and 
putty around the glass not only the sehool windows but those 
of the residence. The windows in this building are very cold 
and I know the cause, I want to do as much of the inside 
painting as possible since I have to spend my time in the 
room I do not want to see a patchy job. 


Sixth. When the school was moved four or five years ago 

to allow for the new highway it seems that the 
whole building was jacked because the walls have parted 
company at the corners. I have repaired the walls in three 
of the rooms but there is still the class-room and three 
rooms and the hall upstairs to do yet. I want to build a 
small bathroom upstairs using part of the hall-way for it. 
There is an old chimney upstairs which has been partly torn 
down. I have to finish taking it out before we can do very 
much fixing at the two front bedrooms. The base-board and 
quarter round will have to removed and plaster put in the 
space between walls and floor. The floors are very cold and 
that is the reason for it. 


Seventh. Two families are making additions and repairs to 
their homes this summer. I should like to lend 

them a hand, I have interested a great number of people 

in gardens. I would like to help them off and on. I am 

experimenting on the growing of sugar beets here also have 

a few apple and plum trees which I want to keep pruned. 

I can see that the Agricultural Society here is depending 

on me a great deal and that will take extra time this summer. 

I am trying to interest the young folks in softball. And I 

do not want our Young Peoples Club to go flat for two months. 


Eighth. Take into consideration that the residence has seven 

rooms, the grounds cover almost one and a half acres 
and nothing has been done ih the last 15 years to amount to 
anything until we came last fall.

If you wanted any information as to the work we have 
done here you might write to Rev.B.P.Fuller. He has been an 
interested spectator and agreat help in our work heres If this 
extra work is not done this year it will spread over three or 
four years and I don't want to have too many outside interests 
next term because If will have four in the Entrance class and 
they will take a lot of time. 


Before closing I should like to thank you for the 
appointment to Garden River. We all like it here very much. 
We like the pupils, people and the place. The agent,Mr.Laurence, 
has been very helpful and we appreciate it very much especially 
after having lived at Oka.

an inspection of this school was made on June 
26 in company with Mr. Laurence. Mr. Smith, the teacher, 
was interviewed. For some time the Smiths, who occupy 
an upstairs apartment in the school, have been complaining 
of the roof leaking in a number of places. The present 
condition of this roof is such that further patching is 
of no value, as the number of leaks increases every time 
any weight is placed on the roof. 


A amall addition to the school on the West side 
is being built by Smith. It is a closed-in — approxi- 
s 


mately twelve feet square. I understand he giving his 
labour gratis. The purpose of the porch is primarily to 
stop draughts, but also to provide additional space to the 
apartment. 


A price to reroof the school and the porch was 
obtained by Mr. Laurence from a local contractor, on a 
material-plus-labour basis, of $350 and I am of the opinion 
that approximately this amount will be required. I would 
recommend that authority be given to reroof this building. 


This school also requires painting, but I 
consider that this might be done another year.
